INSTRUCTION in first aid to the injured will be given 
by the National Red Cross to thousands of employes 
of labor corporations, first among which will be those 
of the United States Steel Corporation and the Penn- 
sylvania Steel Company. During the last two years 
the Red Cross has met with such success in.this work 
among corporation employes, that it is proposed to 
pursue similar methods on a much larger scale than 
in the past. Within the next month more than 20,- 
ooo employes of the Steél Corporation will be .in- 
structed. So far as possible, local physicians will be 
utilized in giving this instruction. Classes for in- 
struction will be formed in every large city in the 
United States. Not only will suggestions be given 
in aiding persons suffering from the effects of acci- 
dents, but the prevention of catastrophies in times of 
danger will be a feature of the work. Both President 
Taft and Surgeon General Torney, of the army, are 
deeply interested in this new effort on the part of the 
Red Cross to add to its usefulness, 








IN THE last twelve years, the period covering the 
administration of Secretary of Agriculture James Wil- 
son, the agricultural balance of trade in the. United 
States increased from a yearly average of $234,000,000 
to $411,000,000,. or 75.7 per cent, according to the 
department’s. year book. This wonderful development 
is only in keeping with the progress made along all 
lines of agricultural activity. Conditions affecting the 
lives of the farmers have advanced in even greater 
ratio until many undesirable features of farm life 
have been eliminated. _Many.innovations have been 
introduced and developed into potential forces for the 
etterment of farm life. Never before has the work 
{ state agricultural colleges and experimental sta- 
‘ions been so. intimately; related with the department 
as now... There, has been. a great diversification and 
eographi¢e extension of products apart from the cul- 
ivation of new Jand. Although there has been a de- 
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creasing production per acre of what was only recent- 
ly virgin ‘soil, there was an increased production per 
acre of the entire country. Within ten years the pro- 
duction of corn per acre in Ohio increased 17.5 per 
cent and in Virginia 18.3 per cent. Oats increased 
17.9 per cent in Indiana. Wheat increased 16.2 per 
cent in New York and 45.9 per cent in Nebraska. 
Similar advancement was made in the yield per acre 
of other products. Citing the increase in population 
based upon the families of the native born, Secretary 
Wilson declares no one need have fear that the farm 
ers of this country ever will be unable to provide for 
its population. From 1895 to 1906 farm wages in 
creased fasten than did prices. In wage increase tne 
farm laborer has fared better than the workingman 
employed in manufacturing and mechanical industries 








THE crop moving season in the Middle West and in 
the great grain belts will not find the railroads napping. 
According to the fortnightly report of the committee 
on relations between railroads of the American Rail- 
way Association a great supply of surplus box cars 
already is in the section of the country which will first 
feel the demand for cars and in which the most serious 
car shortages occur. The report .also furnishes a 
possible means of estimating the extent to which the 
widely discussed revival in businéss has extended. 
The latest report of the committee records that 
throughout the country there are 159,424 surplus cars, 
a decrease of 93,579 from the corresponding period in 
1908. The largest decrease was in box cars, in which 
class the surplus was reduced 21,141. The surplus 
number of this class of cars at the present time is 
about 80,000, and half of these are in Iowa, Illinois, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, and the Dakotas, known as 
group 6, awaiting the call for crop moving purposes. 
Before the crops really begin to move a still greater 
number will be sent West to meet the estimated de- 
mand. The report of the committee also shows a 
gradual increase in railroad business as measured by 
the demand for cars from April, 1908, when the 
financial panic struck full force. On April 29, 1908, 
the number of surplus cars reached the highest point 
in the history of American railroads. At that time 
nearly 500,000 cars were standing idle in yards and on 
sidetracks. By the following August, when the panic 
had spent its force, this number was reduced to 
253,003. During the last year the climb has been 
gradual, and it is estimated that in the latter months 
of the year the crop moving will call into use nearly 
every idle car in the country. 








A CHrcaco man has a new suggestion of the origin 
of much of the dirt in the air of Chicago. He blames 
gravel roofs, and as a remedy he points

streets and chimneys the roofs’ be

watched. 

In the congested districts of the city he declares that 
there is an inch of a mixture of soot, sand and gravel 
on the roofs. From the top of a house he has collected 
a specimen exhibit, which is shown to contain prac- 
tically every form of dirt. 

“T always have blamed the gravel roofs for Chicago 
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24 THE AMERICAN 
dirt,” he said. “It is a personal opinion. I have never 
heard. it exploited by any one else, but being firm in 
the opinion, I want to pass the evidence along in the 
hope that the impetus thus given to the idea may in 
time correct the conditions, This sample is not exag- 
gerated. It is one of many taken from piles of rubbish 
swept from various roofs in the process of recoating. 
How dirty ought one to expect a city to be when the 
roof of practically every structure in the congested 
districts is covered with an inch of this product?” 
What grade of intelligence ought a community to 
claim which maintains its roof covering of gravel ma- 
terial, while proclaiming aloud its antipathy to dust 
and dirt? Interested in a clean city and.in maintaining 
respect for the reputation of the Chicago citizen for 
average intelligence, the idea will bother. one some. 
If the sand of the Sahara is any more capable of sup- 
plying the material for a dust storm than is this com- 
bination of soot, sand and gravel, appearances are 
deceiving. No better argument can be advanced in 
favor of metal roofing than this, for when a roof of 
this kind is once applied it is always free from dirt, 
and the painting of it, which is about the only attention 
it needs, does not stir up dust to be blown into the 
streets of the city. Score another for the metal roof. 








Jossers of merchandise in many lines in New York, 
who have been accustomed to look upon the entire 
Higher territory of the United States as a com- 
Freight Ratespetitive field, are beginning to give con- 
forN. Y. sideration to the various influences which 
Jobbers. are at work to place limitations. upon 
their operations. 

Within the past year or so there has sprung up a 
belief that the railroads particularly are discriminating 
against New York as a wholesale market. On top of 
this comes the decision of the United States Circuit 
Court, sitting in Chicago, holding with the railroads 
in the matter of the Missouri rate case. 

“In every transportation tariff filed with the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission within the past year,” 
said a New York wholesale merchant recently, “it ap- 
pears that in some insidious way New York has got the 
worst of it. Unfortunately in New York there is no 
organization which compares with the Chicago Asso- 
ciation of Commerce, the Illinois Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, the Boston Merchants’ Association and the 
Baltimore Chamber of Commerce ; therefore, it is long 
after the crucial moment has passed that the New York 
merchants awake to the fact that they are being dis- 
criminated against. The interests of Philadelphia and 
the other wholesale centers are being well guarded. 
But what of New York? Of course, we have water 
transportation, which tends to keep down rail rates, 
but I am inclined to think that a committee of whole- 
sale merchants and manufacturers could investigate 
the rate charges of the railroads and other transporta- 
tion concerris with advantage and profit, strictly from 
the standpoint of the preservation and development of 
New York’s wholesale trade.” 

Some of New York’s large shoe wholesalers will be 
considerably affected if the decision of the United 
States Circuit Court, sitting at Chicago, on the Mis- 
souri rate case stands. One of them is credited with 
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saying that practically the only hope for them 
business in Western States is in the freight rates. T):; 
firm said that values are of small importance in ;) 
fluencing business if freight rates are prohibitive.

Shoes are generally shipped f. o. b. New York, 
that freight rates make an item of some importance jn 
the mind of the buyer. For example, a twenty-four 
pair case of men’s shoes weighs about ninety pounds. 
so that the difference in the two rates of nine cents a 
hundred pounds affects each pair of shoes to the ex- 
tent of 34 of acent. This is more important than ap- 
pears at first when the close margin on which shoes 
are sold is considered. 

The question is also of interest in connection with 
the increasing rivalry between shoe manufacturing 
centers of New England and other Eastern States on 
one side and the Western States on the other. The 
growth of cities like St. Louis, Cincinnati and Mil- 
waukee in shoe manufacturing in the past five years is 
narrowing the distribution of shoes to smaller areas. 
New England shoe salesmen, who formerly covered 
the Western field with little competition except among 
themselves, now encounter many salesmen from many 
Western factories.

Survey, smoke costs Chicago $50,000,- 
This sum, in other words, represents the 
estimated injury done in this city by allowing thick 
and abundant smoké to pollute the air. Mr. Willson 
presented this estimate to the convention at Syracuse, 
N. Y., of the International Association for the Pre- 
vention of Smoke. 

The injury comes in the destruction of merchandise, 
the defacement of buildings, the tarnishing of metals, 
the damage to plant life and the greatly increased 
labor and cost of housekeeping. Injury to health also 
must be taken into account. According to medical ex- 
perts, breathing of coal smoke predisposes the lungs 
to tuberculosis and even more violent lung troubles, 
such as pneumonia. The damage to the whole coun- 
try from continued toleration of the smoke nuisance 
is estimated at $600,000,000. 

It is right to characterize the movement for the sup- 
pression of the smoke nuisance as a phase of the larger 
movement for the conservation of-the nation’s re- 
sources. It is just as important to protect from in- 
jury merchandise and buildings produced by men and 
enjoyed by them as it is to prevent the waste of trees 
and minerals and water power not yet appropriated 
by man to his use. When the enormity of the waste 
to society from allowing coal smoke to pollute the air 
is better understood the movement for the suppres- 
sion of the smoke nuisance will make rapid headway.

he outbreak of the Civil War, in which Cornelius 
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Kendall served in the Chicago Board of Trade battery, 
there wa a large cracker bakery in Chicago, of which 
his father, Orrin Kendall, was the founder and head. 
The firm name was O. Kendall & Sons, and the fac- 
tory was at the southwest corner of Washington and 
Dearborn streets. The putting of armies into the field 
made a large special and immediate demand upon the 
baking plants for what used to be called “ship bread,” 
or “hard bread.” This is bread made simply of flour 
and water and baked hard. “Shortening” is left out 
because it becomes rancid. Yeast is left out because it 
adds to bulk and “sours.” Sometimes even salt is left 
out because attracting moisture. The object was to 
get a bread ration that would “keep” and be portable. 
The result is what has become known as “hardtack,” 
now seldom seen by civilians and little used even on 
ships or in armies, but formerly the “staff of life” for 
sailors on long voyages and soldiers on active march- 
ing service. The firm of O. Kendall & Sons naturally 
went into hardtack making. Its crackers had been 
stamped “O. K.” and the mark was still used. Either 
it was more skillful than other makers, or it succeeded 
in making more regular deliveries of fresh goods to 
the armies in the field. At any rate, the opinion spread 
among the soldiers that “O. K.” hardtack was better 
than the average. The spoken phrase “O. K.” became 
current army slang, and the soldiers sent and brought 
it back in civil occupations as a verbal and graphic 
convenience. There is another tale of the origin of 
“O. K.”—that it was the abbreviation used by some 
illiterate person in a position of authority for “all 
correct.” Against this tale are the facts that the 
phrase and symbols came into common use in the 
Civil War period, and that the average common- 
schooled American is the last man in the world to 
imitate an obvious illiteracy. The average American 
is slangy, but he is also extremely sensitive to blunders 
in grammar or spelling. To. accuse or convict him of 
either is a social offense that he feels keenly and that 
incurs his personal dislike. “O. K.” as a verbal and 
graphic convenience has passed from the slang born 
of temporary conditions and dying with them into 
world-wide mercantile slang. It has almost got into 
literature, though not to the point of becoming “good 
usage.” It is an illustration of the genius of the 
English tongue for short cuts—of the quality that has 
made the English language able to dispense with 
nearly all its formal grammar, to become an instru- 
ment of expression almost purely logical, and the 
speech of more active human beings than any other.

HEATING AND VENTILATING SYSTEM, FIN- 
NEY CHAPEL, OBERLIN COLLEGE, 
OBERLIN, OHIO.

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A ROUND PIPE INTERSECTING A LARGER 
ONE ON AN ANGLE,

In a recent issue of THE AMERICAN ArTISAN A. J. 
Jackson of St. Louis, Mo., submitted a sketch of a 
round pipe intersecting a larger pipe at an angle and 
asked to have the same developed. I show the small 
pipe off center but the same method will apply on cen- 
ter.

paint, the preceding coat having been applied five 
iTS ago, 

in Fig. 2 is seen the residence of William Gillespie, 
) Washington Avenue, Stamford, Conn. This build- 
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ing was roofed in 1871 with good tin, and in 1906 the 
owner reported that the tin was “as sound today as 
when it was first put on.” Additional proof is af- 
forded by other buildings at Stamford roofed with the 
same grade of tin. 

At Newburyport, Mass., (Fig. 3), is a house which 
has an ell roofed with good tin in 1863, a neat type of 
Colonial construction. The owner states that he paints 
this roof every two or three years with pure boiled oil 
and Glifton red, and that it has never leaked a drop. 
The tin on this ell has outlasted three shingle roofs on

the main part of the house, and bids fair to outlast the 
building itself. 

Fig. 4 shows an old residence at Fulton, N. Y., on 
which good, heavily coated tin was used for the gutters 
52 years ago. This tin is still in good condition today.

Several years ago a shingle roof on this building was 
replaced with tin, the new tin roof being joined to the 
old gutters. 

Fig. 5 shows the main building of Girard College 
at Philadelphia, Pa. This imposing structure was built 
in 1830, and roofed with marble slabs from three to 
four feet square by four inches thick. These were laid 
step fashion, overlapping, and it was thought that this 
roof would never require any attention. It proved, 
however, a source of constant trouble, as the marble 
disintegrated, the joints worked loose and leaks devel- 
oped. Finally in 1880, the trustees were compelled to 
consider a new roof, to prevent further damage to the 
building, The choice was finally,in favor of good tin. 
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Accordingly, scantlings were bolted to the marble, 
sheathing boards laid on these, and the tin roof laid 
over the sheathing boards. This solved the problem, 
and there have been no complaints of the roof since,

the tin being in first-class condition today after nearly 

30 years’ Service. . 

The value of a good’tin roof as an.aid in holding a 
fire in check, is shown in Fig. 6. In the distance is 
seen the roof of a school house at Germantown, Phila- 
delphia. In February, 1909, fire started on the top 
floor of this school building, and raged fiercely for one 
hour under the tin roof. This roof had been on the 
building for 42 years and was still in perfect condition.

The tin held the fire in check, making the work of the 
firemen much easier in controlling what would proba- 
bly have been a serious conflagration, as the building 
stands in the midst of a thickly built-up section. An- 
other good roof of the same tin has recently been laid 
on this building to replace the one damaged by the fire. 
The roofer in charge of the new work, who also helped 
to put on the old roof, advises that he has never seen 
such a good example of the value of a tin roof, both in 
durability and protection against fire. 

Due credit must be given to Mr. H. N. Taylor of the

HARDWARE. 

There was a moderate expansion shown in the hard- 
ware trade last week, and indications point to a broad- 
ening of the market, along with the improvement in 
other lines of the iron and steel trades. Dealers report 
better sales and there is a larger inquiry than for some 
time past. In the local market the best demand is for 
builders’ hardware, the construction work in this city 
continuing extensive. The activity of the railroads in 
buying equipment is having a stimulating effect on the 
hardware market, enlarging the demand and giving 
promise of much better buying. There is a fairly good 
call for wire nails and dealers are looking for an im- 
proved demand in the next few months, Cut nails con- 
tinue in fair demand. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.80 per keg. The base price is $1.85 at the mill for 
full carloads and $2.00 at the mill for less than car- 
loads. The base price of cut nails at the mill for job- 
bers is $1.90 per keg. The base price is $1.95 for full 
carloads at, the mill, and $2.00 for less than carloads 
at the mill. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $2.03; retailers’ 
car lots, $2.08; $2.15 out of store; painted barb wire, 
jobbers’ car lots, $2.03; retailers’ car lots, $2.08, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car 
lots, $2.03, and to retailers in car lots, $2.08.

The demand for antimony is dull and prices are 
steady. Prices are nominal at $8.62%4 for Cookson’s, 
$8.25@8.37% for Hallet’s and $7.50@7.75 for ordi- 
nary brands. The London market is quiet at £29 
quoted for Hallett’s and £28 for ordinary brands. 





COKE. 

There is good demand for coke and the tone of the 
market is firm. For first-class old basim Connelsville 
12-hour foundry coke $2.25 is asked. Prices for fur- 
nace coke are steady and range from $1.75@1.90 
standard. Spot foundry coke is quoted at $2.00 and 
spot furnace at $1.65@1.75. 


IRON BARS. 
Iron bars are in good demand.and prices are firm 
and show an advancing tendency. Quotations are as 
follows: 1.60¢ for best refined bars and 1.50c for ordi- 


nary. 


PIG IRON. 

The market for foundry iron shows a steady im- 
provement, and business will soon be normal, according 
to the predictions of well informed members of the 
trade. Throughout the central and middle states there 
is a great deal of activity reported, not only in steel- 
making iron, but also in foundry grades. Prices are 
generally higher, and there is a strong tendency to- 
ward higher values in all markets. In the local mar- 
ket the demand is somewhat quiet, but the increased 
necessities of the foundries beyond the previous esti- 
mates makes a fair amount of business from week to 
week. 

For 1910 there has been very little done as_ yet. 
There is some inquiry, but the furnace men are very 
reluctant to sell for delivery next year, except at a sub- 
‘tantial advance over the 1909 quotations. Some of 
the furnaces are declining to make a price, but will 
consider bids. Values are on so high a basis that buy- 
ers are not following up their inquiries, which appar- 
ently is a matter of indifference to the sellers. 
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In the matter of prices there seems to have been a 
general advance since the last report, especially in 
northern irons. Alabama iron is quiet in this market, 
ost of the currént shipments going to the West. For 
the remainder of this year, $13@r14 ton is quoted f. o. 
b. Birmingham, while for the last quarter $13.50@14 
ton is quoted. Makers are unwilling to quote for next 
ycar, except at a sharp advance above the last quarter. 

There has also been a sharp advance in the price of 
Virginia iron, the leading furnaces quoting $15 ton 
Roanoke for the last quarter, while some small lots 
might possibly be secured for the third quarter at 
$14.50@15 ton. Not much Pennsylvania iron is offer- 
ing, some of the furnaces refusing to quote at all. For 
the last quarter, $18.50@18.75 ton is quoted for New 
England delivery, and this price might possibly be 
shaded a little for September and October shipment. 
There is some inquiry for 1910, but quotations are at 
least 50c ton over the last quarter. An acute car short- 
aye is predicted this fall, and sales agents are advising 
tlierr customers to arrange their stocks so as to be as- 


cured of an amply supply when wanted.

Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly re- 
port: 

“Pig iron is coming to its own again with a rush. In- 
crease in consumption from month to month is little short of 
marvelous. Consumption means real business—it means that 
iron is being turned into finished shapes of all kinds in re- 
sponse to actual needs. The whole trade is full of life and 
the prospects for a long continued season of activity are ex- 
ceedingly good. For two years the country has been using 
less iron and steel than it needed. It has been scraping along 
on less than a minimum and now it has to make up for back 
time. The case of one great manufacturing concern of which 
we have knowledge illustrates the present state of affairs. In 
the year of 1998 its business was 15 per cent of its normal 
output. And yet this concern produces an industrial ne- 
cessity. Today it is running 93 per cent full and as soon as it 
can adjust its force to the new conditions it will increase its 
output, as it is already falling behind on orders. This is 
representative of what is happening all over the country. 

“This week there has been a steady demand for iron and 
excellent sales. Steel irons have been in exceptional demand 
and the available supply for any reasonable delivery is short. 
Foundry irons have been selling freely and the fears so lately 
expressed that the furnace capacity of the country was too 
great are seen to be altogether groundless. Prices are still 
moving upwards, this week having seen an advance all around 
of at least 50 cents per ton. 

“In coke there is much excitement. The railroads are 
not handling shipments promptly and delays are causing all 
kinds of trouble. In this respect matters will probably grow 
worse as railroad facilities in busy times are not up to the 
manufacturing needs of the greater part of the United 
States.”
